Wilmington. N. C., May 21 — 


—The season's f i r s t 
hurricane 


moved northward today, leaving in 
its wake abnormally high tides and 
dense fog but no physical damage. 


The storm passed Capo Hattcras. 


shortly after midnight last night, 
It was moving in 
a north-north- 


easterly direction at about 13 to 
10 miles an hour. It was report- 
ed about 70 to BO miles offshore. 


An advisory i s s u e d by 'the 


Raleigh weather bureau late last 
night said the storm's movement 
northward, had picked up speed 
and 'that it made a slow turn to <a 
more north-easterly course. 


Strongest winds were estimated 


at 00 miles an hour over a smoll 
area near the center of the storm, 
with gales extending outward 60 
miles in all direction.

Small craft warnings were'still up 
from Block island southward to 
CapeHattcras, but were
